In tlM National Mwwni. 


A g-hartly relic of Indian war*«ie wa» 


recently »ent to one of the professors 
at the national museum in Washington, 
says the New York World. It la the 
skull of "Little Poplar," the great 
fighter and warrior, at one time the 
sub-chief of the Cree nation. The Cress 
had their homes and lands In Canada, 
•nd when the Kiel rebellion, broke out 
some years ago "Little Poplar" took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity it afforded 
to make war on his own account. 


He attacked th« white settlers, burned 


their homes, carried off their women 
and instituted a reign of terror in the 
region of his operations. Hundreds of 
persons became the victims of his blood- 
thirsty cruelty. 
He destroyed their 


herds, laid their homes in smoking1 
ruins and put women and little children 
to the torture. There was, in fact, no 
form of deviltry too horrible for this 
Indian to perpetrate. 


When the Kiel rebellion was crushed 


"Little Poplar" crossed to the American 
side. So great was the, horror he had 
excited that a reward of $2,000 was of- 
fered for his apprehension, dead or 
nlive. In 1886 he was murdered near 
Fort Assiniboine, Mont., and the half- 
breed who killed him received the re- 
ward. One of the soldiers of the fort 
watched for years the lonely grave in 
which "Little Poplar" had been buried, 
and at last, when he felt certain that all 
the flesh had been worn, off the bones.

EAGLES AS GAME DRIVERS. 


Sometime* They Enable Gunners to Get 


8hot> at Wild Dock*. 


Eagles are sometimes of considerable 


service to a hunter, and this is es- 
pecially, true of the eagles of the Po- 
tomac river at Wide Water, where Pres- 
ident Cleveland shoots. According to 
an American Field writer, eagles on a 
calm day often give the hunters shots 
which they would not otherwise get* 


The eagle goes flying up and down 


the stream, and on seeing- a flock of 
ducks goes toward them, hoping to get 
a cripple, being unable to capture ducks 
as the peregrine falcon does. When the 
ducks see the eagle coming they jump 
into the air and go looking1 for a safer 
locality, and this is where the gunner 
cornea in. The gunner's place of con- 
cealment in a blind is not nearly so safe 
as the eagle's vicinity, but the ducks 
think it is safer till the shot goes 
through their feathers. 


Three or four eagles will keep all tho 


dncks on the move, and the gunners get 
good sport where they otherwise would 
not have dirtied their gun barrels. The 
eagles sometimes steal cripples from 
the gunner, but the knowing man does 
not hurt the birds, getting his pay back 
on calm days.

Ho Is a martyr 
for the good of the people. The editor of 
the old school learned the profession from 
tho ground up 
They were not enterpris- 


ing, but were intelligent, honest men and 
worked hard for their community. News- 
paper work is !»ing so diversified that the 
old ways and methods will be relegated 
«o the rear. The work of the editor is 
endless. His work is never done. No 
man does as much gratuitous work as the 
editor. 


"Men work from sun to sun, 


Uut woman's work is never done." 


This should ho revised to include news- 


paper men.

just as he is able to gather affidavits con- 
cerning the same.

These latter are to 
ccmd net the spooring operations, and no 
hotter men will you find for the task the 
world over. It must be a. marvelous 
Li i.st, indeed, whose scantiest footprint 


warm in their faces as the hunters re- 
mount and silently follow the spoorers. 
The aspect of the ground has at length 
changed. In place of gray sand and 
shriveled mopaui trees, the party are 
traveling o\er soil of reddish hue upon 
which grows a pleasant open forest of 
the spreading giraffe acacia—the Iva- 
mecl doom (camel thorn) of the Sooth 
African Roers. The leafage of this um- 
brella-like tree is dark green. Here 
and there arc great open glades of gross 
and patches of bush and undergrow'h. 
Typical giraffe country this, in which 
for untold ages of the past these giant 
mammals have wandered free and un- 
disturbed. 


It is not very long before the bush- 


men hare Innnd fresh spoor. A small 
troop of giiaffes have been feed ing here 
at, early morning—you may see their 
footprints clearly in the soft red sand.

In less than ten. minutes one of the 


mounted hunters spies above some high 
bush in front the necks of fire or SIK 
great giraffes, which, in the same in- 
stant, have descried their pursuers. Thi: 
i ifles are now snatched from the Masar- 
wa spoorers, and, as the giraffes, in 
pome commotion, swing off, and, with 
"-•nin*; neclcs and ^trang** shuffling 


other cows, just behind her, again, are 
of a paler tint; v.hile tlie stilly, half- 
grown ctilf, shuffling alongside, is a sore 
of v ashy fawn. 


There is some awkward bush, to br- 


ridden through before the linnteis can 
qet into a real gallop, and the horse of 
the right-handed englishman, in cross- 
ing a grassy elfariiii;, puts itb foot into 
a jackal's earth, aril with its rider 
comes down an imperial crouner. The 
hunter is 011 his feet in an. instaut, 
picks up his rifle, mounts ng-ain and sets 
his pony at tlie hardest gallop, knock- 
hig his weapon ijiraiiibt his boot to clear 
it of reel sand as he thunders along. The 
rifie is quickly denied, the cartridges 
arc1 in again, and he can demote his whole 
attention to the tall game in front. 


Nothing is more deceptne than the 


pace of a running giraffe. You think, OB 
you see the gigantic creatures ambling 
easily in front of yon, that they are not 
hurrying themsehes. Don't believe it! 
Those rnast-like, painted forms are go- 
ing t\\o for jour one. 
Look at the 


length of their stilt-like legs. 
Th" 


fallen hunter and his nag have for some 
minutes been doing all they know how, 
and, the great game now sheering tbeir 
way, 
they now press to within 70 yards 


of their tails. But the giraffes realize 
their danger and tack oft to the left 
again, nnd now, thc-ir long, blnolc tails 
| screwed over their sterns, occasionally 
switching Mgorou^ly (a sure sign thnt 
they are in full flight and going their 
hardest), they leap and rock along ni 
an astonishing speed. The long necks, 
which in their easier paces swung up 
and down in slow pendulum-like mo- 
tion, are now going much faster. 
Giraffes walk and run by moving the 
two limbs on one side simultaneously— 
as does the camel—and their top speed 
is attained by a series of ambling 
bounds, in which the hind legs sprend 
very widely and awkwardly. Yet their 
pace is such that unless you drive your 
horse at the hardest gallop and run 
right up to them in the first two miles 
of the clmse they areextremely likely to 
outstay and getaway from you. 


But in avoiding one of the hunters, tie 


flying troop has allowed the other Eng- 
lishman to approach them. By riding 
hard he has got within 100 yards of 
their line, nnd now as the grotesque pro- 
cession comes swinging past, lie leaps 
from his pony, takes aim at one of the; 
leading cows, and pulls,' the trigger. 
The bullet "zwacks"—a.s a Boer would 
(•ay—as loudly as if it had struck a barn 
door; the big cow staggers to the shock, 
lint recovers herself and passes on with 
the rest. One more l>arrel the hunter 
empties at the fast receding-troop, but 
this time the bullet flies wide. Turning 
for his pony, the gunner with intense. 
\cxation sees it trotting away into the 
bush; there is some little delay before 
he catches it again; his chance is gone 
lor the present, nnd his friend mean- 
while lakes up the running. Urging his 
nag with knee and spur and voice to its 
utmost, he is at last within 50 yards 
of the flying giants. Leaping off he 
gets in two good shots at the biggest 
cow in the troop, then mounts again 
and gallops off. The bull giraffe, from 
his strong odor and ill-tasting flesh, is 
usually avoided by men who want meat 
for their camp. The cow is hard hit, 
but not vitally, nnd although tailing ofl! 
a little she pegs away lustily. Once 
more the mounted man has galloped 
aw ay v> ithin hail and got his shot. Still, 
the tall giantess has not fallen. Butsht 
is falling now, lier race is run; the hunt- 
er forces hi* horse past her, dismounts, 
nnd OK she staggers by, one final bullet 
behind the head brings her crashing 
to the ground. 


The chase has led from the forest land 


into a big open grass plain. Here and 
there a solitary camel thorn tree rears 
itself. Shading his eyes with his hand. 
Die \ietorious hunter, now streaming 
with inspiration, looks in front, and 
w atches the remainder of the troop van- 
ishing in the distance. Last of them all, 
lagging a little, rims the other wounded 
cow, upon whose blood-spoor to-morrow 
the eager Masarwaa will follow. 


Then, dismounting by the prone gi- 


raffe, the Englishman proceeds to cx- 
nmine his prize, surely one of the rarest 
that man may wish for. Fifty yeais 
hence, will there be any giraffe to hunt 
in all Africa? Not many, I trow. The 
v.<irld wears old; game is going fast, 
nml giraffes, like many other noble 
tieas-ts, are doomed. With some com- 
punction, the hunter':; e} e runs over the 
\u>l dimensions of the mass of flesh 
lying there in the yellow grass. Few 
things in animal lifeare more beautiful, 
yet more strange. As he presses his 
finders ae-ainst. the immensely thick 
dappled hide, thedead quadruped seems 
to be enveloped in a mantle of bronze 
—so hard and unyielding is its skin. 
The short. Moping body, theswan-likn 
neck, the stilt-like, disproportionate 
legs, the gentle, somewhat dcer-liPe 
head, with dark, melting eyes, now 
dulled in death, and the curiously large, 
prehensile upper lip, thick of skin, yet. 
soft and velvety; all these things unite 
to make the giraffe, alive or dead, seem 
more wonderful each time it is ex- 
amined afresh. 


Eut now the native rider has cantered 


up, and soon after comes the second 
Englishman. The Bamangwato man. 
drawing1 his knife, pierces with sonic 
difficulty the skin of the cow's back, 
and pronounces her very fair.

Bushmen are soon up, running hard 
upon the spoor, and the work of skin- 
ning1 begins. Five honrs later the hunt- 
ers are at their camp laden with flesh 
and hide and marrow bones.

The students of the Ohio Wesleyan 


university went on a grand strike the 
other e*ening at chapel time. Chapel 
is held after the close of the last recita- 
tion hour at 4:30 o'clock, and when this 
time came almost all of the 1,000 stu- 
dents gathered at the chapel entrance 
tnd then deliberately went away. They 
utterly ignored the commands and en- 
treaties of the faculty to remain, and 
with jeers and vulgar expression* 
started down the street. A few strag- 
gling ones went in, and brief exercise* 
were conducted by Prof. Williams, who 
is acting- as president during the ab- 
sence of President Bashford at tlio 
Methodist general conference at Cleve- 
land. 
The students who cut chapel went 


down Main street in a body, singing 
their college songs and giving tteir col- 
lege veils. Some preparatory students, 
who 'allowed their zeal to run beyond 
the bounds of reason, battered the signs 
of merchants as they were passed in 
the line of march. 
They picked up 


stones and every other missile within 
reach and threw them promiscuously, 
breaking several plate glass windows 
and hitting «• team of horses hitched 
to a rail. The frightened beasts started 
on a run, and before they could be 
stopped the wagon to which they were 
attached was demolished. 


Several hundred of the college boys 


went to Monnett hall, the ladies' dormi- 
tory, and marched through It from end 
to end, making much ado about thP 
whole affair. Their coarse and vulgar 
remarks so shocked several of the girls 
that they packed up at once and left 
for home. 


The eauae of the strike is said to be 


that the faculty has greatly disappoint- 
ed the college glee club, which had ar- 
ranged a long western tour under the 
approval of tie faculty, and now, just 
on the eve of making the tour, such con- 
ditions are put upon them as to greatly 
discourage them and make it barely 
possible for the tour to be made. This 
made the students angry, for they say 
it will be the means at Injuring the 
university, and they do not intend to 
stand it. The strike is the first action 
taken by the students to express them- 
selves on the action of the faculty. 


SHE DOES A MAN'S WORK 


TO GUARD AGAINST CONTAGION. 
Rlftd Inspection of Qurantln* Station* 


Has Been Ordered. 


"With a view to guarding against the 


introduction of a scourge of any de- 
scription into tills country from foreign 
ports," said Surgeon-General Wyman, 
of the marine hospital service at Wash- 
ington, "instructions have been sent to 
officers of our service to inaugurate at 
once a rigid inspection of local quaran- 
tine stations throughout the United 
States. 


"There are 11 districts in the United 


States, extending from Portland, Me,, 
to the Gulf of Mexico, and from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific ocean, under tho 
jurisdiction of sanitary inspectors of 
the marine hospital service. According 
to the instructions sent out they are to 
make an examination of national as 
well as local quarantine stations and 
submit reports on their condition to the 
treasury deportment at the earliest 
practicable moment. 


"A communication from Dr. Stuart 


Eldridge, a sanitary inspector at Yoko- 
hama, Japan, announces that he hns 
been commissioned by the president of 
Hawaii to act in a similar capacity for 
the republic at the port of Yokohama. 
He is to have power to appoint deputies 
for other ports in Japan, thus render- 
Ing it easier for the enforcement of 
United States quarantine regulations 
on ships going from China and Japan to 
the United States via Honolulu. In- 
structions ha%e been given him from 
Hawaii to use the .same regulations as 
those in force in the United States."

WARNING TO SEED MEN. 


The Department of Agriculture Innes • 


Circular. 


Acting Secretary of Agriculture Dab- 


iiev the other day issued acircular stat- 
ing that as the department had learne.l 
that requests have been made upon com- 
mercial seedsmen for seed put up in 
papers similar to those used by the gov- 
ernment and printed in simulation 
thereof, it appears proper to notify all 
seedsmen, so far as. may be possible, 
that the department of agriculture can- 
not permit the government seed con- 
tractors or any seedsmen to sell seed 
iu packets bearing the name of the de- 
partment of agriculture or any words 
which might cause the receiver of the 
package to believe that it was a part of 
the government seed distribution. 


The acting secretary further declares 


that the deportment is taking great 
pains to have all the. seed supplied it for 
distribution carefully tested, and it la 
obviously improper for anyone to repre- 
sent as government seed any seed not 
thus inspected, tested and paid for by 
the department. 


The circularcojjcludes by stating that 


no seed can be distributed free of post- 
age through the mails except that de- 
livered upon the order of members of 
congress by the department of agri- 
culture or sent out direct from this de- 
partment. The act of March 3, 1875, 
confines the franking of seeds by mem- 
bers of congress to those seeds which 
they receive for distribution from the 
department of agriculture.

— Death anil destnic- 


tuei rcii4ti ^upreme ill St.Lcmis and vicin- 


ity at 1 "'clock this morning as the result 


of the most terrible storm that ever visit- 


ed thi- section of the country. 
So wide- 


spread is the destruction in both St.Lmiis j 


and Hast, St. Louis that it is impossible to 


even estimate the amount of damage and 


the Ins- of life. 
Buildings of every do- 


script ion are in ruins and as a result hun- 
dreds "f people are reported dead and in- 


jured. 
But until daylight comes and or- 


der is restored it will be impossible to 


make a deiln ite estimate. 


Keports are in circulation that seven 


steamers lying at tho wharf boats on this 


and tho East St. I-.milB side of the river 
have been sunk with all on board. 


The city is nearly in darkness as the 


electric lights and trolley wires are down. 


With inic or two exceptions all the street 


ear lines in tho eity are at u standstill 
and thousands of people worn compelled 


tn re-main down town or walk home. 


The storm broke at 5 o'clock in the 


afternoon, after a. most oppressively hot 


day and rain Ixjgan to full. 
It soon de- 


veloped into a fierce thunder' storm with 


wind from tho oast. A little later tho 


wind had gained a velocity of eighty miles 


an hour, driving the rain before it and 


tearing loose signs, cornices, chimneys 


and everything in its way. 
Many build-

and ntliers set on flre by lightning and 


cri.-sed wires. 


The fire department responded to four- 


teen alarms. The streets were full of 


pi'uple, going homo from work and u 


l.,uiii ensued as Boon as the storm broke.
